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4 Basic Sculpture 
Techniques 


1. Carving 


Carving is a process in which the artist subtracts ог 
cuts away from a solid materials to reach the 
desired form it can be very painstaking and time 
consuming methods because of the hard and 
weighty materials, such as marble or other stones 
that are often used. However artists also crave 
softer substances such as wood and even soap .

2. Modeling 


MODELING IS THE PRCOESS OF MANIPULATING 
SOFT MATERIALS TO CREATE A THREE 
DIMENSIONAL FORM. UNLIKE CARVING, MODELING 
REQUIRES SOFT SUBSTANCES THAT CAN BE EASILY 
AND RAPIDLY SHAPED BY THE SCULPTOR' S HANDS. 
CLAY 15 THE MOST FREQUENT MATERIALS USED FOR 
MODELING, HOWEVER OTHERS SUCH AS PLASTER, 
PAPIER-MACHE AND WAX ARE ALSO COMMON. 


3. Casting

permanence of modeling work by making 
a mold and casting in a durable 
material such a bronze.
